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Of these 61 cases, 5 were under 1 year of age; 34 were between 1 
and 5 years of age; 11 were between 6 and 10 years of age; 3 between 
1 1 and 15 years of age ; 1 was 16 years of age, and 1 was 50 years of age. 
The ages of 3 were not recorded.
